REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 7, 9-11, 17, and 19 are now pending in the application. No new matter has 
been added. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejections in 
view of the amendments and remarks contained herein. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C § 103 

Claims 1 1, 17, and 19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barth (U.S. Pat. No. 4,955,744) in view of Kanaan et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,947,671). This 
rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The Examiner indicated that claim 18 would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 1 1 has 
been amended to include the limitations of claim 18 as well certain limitations of claims 17. 
Accordingly, claim 11 should now be allowable. Furthermore, since claims 17 and 19 depend 
from claim 11, for the same reason claim 11 is now allowable, claims 17 and 19 should be 
allowed. 

ALLOvyED Subject Matter 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's indication that claims 1, 2, 7, 9, and 10 have been 
allowed.
